PROGRAM REVIEW February 11, 1977. Approx 35 members and guests attended 
to hear Tom Walker and Jim Cox of the Indpls Power and Light Co. present 
& program on Towers and Antenna Structures. By means of a color slide 
show, Transcontinental transmission line towers was shown in every stage 
of assembly and installation. Each section is assembled on the ground and 
then lifted into position by powerful cranes. The most difficult operat~ 
ioa is attaching the lines to the towers when completed. Some 150 feet in 
the air. Galvanized towers last the longest in normal weather. Rusting 
towers may be painted with a good Rust-O-Leum paint,using a mitt worn 
on the hand and the paint sloshed on. Plastic covered Guy wire is not too 
good, as water gets inside and rusts the metel core. Wood poles are ava-~ 
ilable up to 120 feet bong. Yellow cedar poles are the best and cost about 
$7.00 per foot. Our speakers are available for tower work and have a sour- 
ce for doing machine-shop work, making special hardware such as boom to 
mast clamps and mast tilt-over hardware.
